Tariff and Revenue. 


Revenue Under the McKlnley Kill *-en 


from 82?D,000,000 In 1890 to 


Sl.11,HOC),(KM) In 1890. 


Speaking on tlie above subject Hon. 


W. L. Wilson, who is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the financial condition of 
our country, said: 


"As to revenue, the operation of the 


new tariff bill ought to be satisfactory 
to its promoters. The customs revenue 
under the McKinley bill fell from 22!) 
millions in ]890 to 13] millions In 1S34 
True, the last year was one of wide- 
spread depression, and great allowance 
must be made for that fact in any com- 
parison. 


"The new bill began under the shadow 


of that depression. 
Only in recent 


months has there been a feeling of finan- 
cial security in the country at large, but 
the close of the fiscal year saw an im- 
provement of more than 20 millions in 
our customs receipts, and the revenues 
for July and August promise a still 
larger inciease for the present year. 


"Indeed, the temporary insufficiency 


of revenue lor present current expendi- 
tures is to be found in the receipts from 
internal revenue und not in those from 
the tariff. And yet the law of August 
last, while removing and greatly reduc- 
ing tariff iaxes, incre ised internal reve- 
nue taxes. 


"The shrinkage in internal revenue re- 


ceipts, notwithstanding the addition of 
twenty ceiila a gallon on nhisky, is be- 
lieved by treasury ollicials lo be a thing 
of tbe j«st. and they confidently predict 
the rapid and permanent recovery of 
this item of our national income. As 
soon as that occurs there will be no 
trouble about treasury receipts, and if 
for awhile they enforce rigid economy 
in public expenditures, so much the bet- 
ter for the taxpayers and for the gov- 
ernment. 


"In conclusion I will say that tariff 


reform, although wounded in the house 
of ita alleged friends, is triumphantly 
justified by its results. 


"Thos.e results are lightened taxes, 


cheaper necessaries of life, quickened 
employment and increased wages for 
labor, widening markets and the promise 
of adequate revenue. 


"The country hits bid a last farewell 


to McKinleyism. 
The day of 'mad' 


protection is over."

The fourth conference of the Window 


Olass Manufacturers and Workers of 
Pittaburg gave the workers a virtual ad- 
vance of n per cent. About 10,000 men 
are affected, of whom 3,000 are skilled 
workers. 


The advance was 71 per cent, on the 


wiiges paid last year, on a straight list 
basis, but embracing the wage rates on 
the new brackets as fixed, the average 
advance is elevated to about II per 
cent. They are stiP working under a 
H i per cent, reduction from the wages 
of 1803. when the Window Glass Work- 
ers' Union concerted a ^2f percent, re- 
duction. 


The workers were jubilant over the 


result, and claim a victory. Both sides 
are pleased over the settlement, and pre- 
parations will be made at once to put 
the factories in shape for a start on 
September in. The entire glass workers 
of the country will be benefited and a 
vast number ol men made happy by re- 
turning good times.

Financially speaking, the battle was a 


God-send to Gettysburg. Every year 
at the lowest estimate, $100,000 in cash 
is left in the town by visitors for hacks 
hotels, 
photographers, 
relics,

Speaking of relics brings me to a very 
amusing feature of Gettysburg life 
But I will diverge a moment. You will 
remember that Mark Twain, in his two 
books, "Innocents Abroad" and "The 
Tramp Abroad," hits off the tendency 
among tourists to go into ecstacies over 
all they see, to believe all they hear, and 
to buy all the unique things they can lay 
their hands on. To meet this tendency, 
which exists even in the astute Ameri- 
can whom Barnum delighted to gull, 
there have sprung up a number of relic 
shops in Gettysburg. I am told of grape 
shot being bought and sown by these 
purveyors to public appetite, and then 
dug up again when well-rusted. You 
can buy "the only instance where a 
Confederate bullet (count the rings on 
the bullet fo: 
lock it over. 
buy,) met a Federal bullet in"mid"air"

together. This is a wonderful relic for 
an historian (oh, dear me!) or a news- 
paper man (we are detected!) to carry to 
Xew York (good shot).

The Balloon in Battle. 


Balloon and wagon have fonned a 


junction and are ready to start with the 
troops. Away goes the wagon, with the 
balloon hanging on to its tail, while the 
attendant sappers on each side keep it 
steady. The train moves along at a good 
round pace, easily keeping up with or 
even passing the mfantr>,and makes for 
the particular spot at which it has been 
determined to commence balloon opera- 
tions, which is usually on the top of a 
good high hill. 


An ascent is an easy enough matter 


and is soon accomplished. The balloon 
is securely fixed to the end of the wire 
rope, and the two men who are to ascend 
take their places. At the word of com- 
mand the men who have been holding 
down the car let go. and up shoots the 
balloon, unwinding the rope as it rises 
and allowed sometimes to ascend to •» 
height of 1,000 feet. And suppose the 
officer receives instructions to move the 
position of the balloon, is it necessary to 
haunt down? Xot a bit of it. A maa 
is placed at the end of the wagon who 
carefully guides the connecting rope so 
that it cannot get entangled or run risk 
of being cut, and away goes the wagon, 
sometimes at a trot across fields and up 
and down hill, until the balloon itself is 
a long distance away from its original 
station. Xext, suppose that it is neces- 
sary to lower the balloon. Is it needful 
to wind in all the wire rope that has been 
paid out from the reels ? Xo such thing. 
The balloon is brought to earth in a 
much more expeditious manner. 


A long, stout pole, in the middle of 


which is a pulley wheel, is laid across 
the rope. Half a dozen men seize the 
pole and run it along the rope, aad their 
weight soon briugs the balloon down to 
the ground. Passengers can then be 
exchanged, or any other operation can 
be carried ou, and then the men run the 
pole back, and up shoots the balloon 
again many hundreds of feet into the air 
without having been awa-,- from itf etl 
alted position more than a few minutes. 


But it is not necessary to lower the 


balloon in this or any other way when- 
ever it is required ti.at messages" should 
be exchanged between those below and 
those above. There are various contri- 
vances for doing this. Sometimes, for 
instance, a wire is attached, through 
which messages can be sent to a tele- 
phone. Another plan is to send mes- 
sages down the wire cable. A little wii e 
hook is fastened around the cable, and 
the letter or paper, weighted with a 
small sandbag, is sent fluttering down. 
The human voice, it may also be added 
can be heaid both from a considerable 
height and depth, so that verbal com- 
munication is net difficult if there is no 
wind.—Gad Words.

CORN CULTURE. 


Each year there is a perceptible im- 


provement in the culture of Indian corn, 
and in tbe whole economy of farming 
there is no more important question than 
that of increasing the yield and quality 
of the corn crop at the least possible ex- 
pense. 
Co-extensive with this is the 


question of scientific leeding of stock, 
and the expansion of the consumptive 
market. It has taken years to teach the 
people of the European nations the value 
of maize as a human food. About five 
years ago Secretary Rusk appointed C. 
J. Murphy as a special agent to represent 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture abroad, and among his instruc- 
tions were those relating to the dissemi- 
nation of information about the value of 
corn as human food. Since then the 
German Government Las introduced 
corn in the army, and the poorer classes 
of the European cities are consuming 
larger quantites than ever before. As 
the greatest corn producing country 
in the world, all such increase in the 
consumption cannot fail to redound to 
the benefit of American farmers. 


Corn as a human fo^d may in time be 


more generally used by the poorer class- 
es of Europe than any other grain. It 
ia cheaper, as a rule, than wheat, rye or 
barley; and it can be made np into so 
many different forms that the greatest 
•variety possible is afforded the consum- 
ers. In a pamphlet published some time 
ago C. J. Murphy gives one hundred and 
thirty formulas for preparing corn for 
the table. 


Chemistry has opened up new mar- 


kets for corn in recen t years that have 
an important bearing upon the question. 
Progressive manufacturers have put 
corn food upon the market under at- 
tractive names, such as hominy grits, 
cerealine, samp, crystal rice, and similar 
well-known trademarks, and tbe demand 
for them is annually incieasing. The 
starch factories are now making a good 
part of their products from corn, and 
enormous quantities are used for the 
manufacture of whiskey and alcohol. 
Recently successful attempts have been 
made in St. Louis to extract amber oil 
from corn. An 
inferior sugar and 


molasses are also manufactured from 
the grain. 
' .emistry in this way is 


steadily opening up new fields for utiliz- 
ing corn and com by-products. 


In stock feeding com has always been 


supreme in this couatry, and this has 
been the chief cutlet for the farmers' 
corn crops. In recent years the silo has 
made winter feeding of succulent corn- 
stalks possible, and where formerly the 
stalks were wasted eutirJ;, now vast 
quantities are cut, stacked and fed in 
the proper seasons. Winter dairying is 
largely dependent upon the silo for its 
success, and the preservation of the 
cornstalks in this way affects many dif 
ferent 
phases of agriculture. 
The 


scientific feeding of corn to stock is re- 
ceiving the attention it deserves from 
farmers and stock raisers in every part 
of the country, so that animal diseases 
caused by its injudicious consumption 
can be avoided. 


The improvement of the quality of 


corn by superior culture and selection is 
only natural in view of this ever-widen. 
ing field of use. Early in the history of 
the country maize was limited to only a 
few varieties. The natives of the South 
American countries raised a small-eared 
deal variety, while the Indians of tbe 
Southwest planted almost entirely a 
large-eared type, very starchy and soft. 
In the more Northern States the smal- 
ler-eared flint varieties were common, 
and in this section of the country.the 
sweet or sugar corn appeared first. Af- 
ter the colonists became settled, the im- 
provement of corn by cultivation, selec- 
tion and cross-fertilization advanced rap- 
idly. In Xew England King Philip Hint 
corn was very popular, and also Button 
corn, while in the Southern States a 
large Yellow Dent and Virginia White 
Gourd Seed were in universal demand. 
In about 1850 there were a number of 
varieties claiming attention, each section 
of the country having certain kinds that 
produced large crops. E ven at 1 his early 
(lay in its history, corn became one of 
the leading crops, and farmers devoted 
considerable time in experimenting with 
new varieties and systems of cultivation. 


or climate, but more often it is the seed. 
New seed is as requisite as new blood in 
tbe poultry yard. One strain loses its 
power, and it is necessary to cross-ferti- 
lize it with others to revive its impaired 
vitality. Seedsmen keep up the stand- 
ard of their corn only through diligent 
methods of culture; and they can fur- 
nish new, improved seeds much more 
reasonably than the farmer who culti- 
vates only a small patch for his own use. 


Barren stalks and defective ears of 


grain are the results of improper fertil- 
isation, and not accident. Seed from an 
ear of corn fertilized by the pollen of an 
earless stalk will naturally tend to pro- 
duce stalks that will be barren. 
By 


using this seed year after year the crops 
will soon become so small that they will 
not pay for the rent of the land. Seeds- 


men, 
do not as a rule, put such impro- 


perly bred corn on the market; but 
many farmers who depend upon getting 
their seed corn from the general field 
find themselves gradually producing 
such results. Corn should be bred on a 
seperate field, where small, inferior stalks 
can be cut out, and where those that do 
not yield large, well-filled ears can be 
destroyed before they fertilize more pro- 
ductive stalks. Breeding corn in this 
way becomes as scientific as cattle breed- 
ing and fully as interesting. Like pro- 
duces like in corn breeding, and improve- 
ment is only obtained by introducing 
better varieties in the field.—By G'lon/c 
Ktkelbert Wuhh, in The Independent.

The character of many of the varieties 
have become fixed by the climate and 
surrounding influences. In I860 there 
were upward of seventy varieties of corn 
on the market, including sweet, dent, 
pop, Imsk, soft and Hint. The only dis- 
tinction between many of these varieties 
was in color; size of grain, number of 
grains on a cob and hardness of grain. 


Since I860 the number of varieties 


have increased so rapidly that it would 
be a task to enumerate them ; but there 
is little doubt that at least five hundred 
are now more or less known in various 
sections of the country. Many of these 
are very similar to each other, and there 
is no particular reason for the creation 
of a new name other than to make money 
for seedsmen. On the other hand, great 
benefit has accrued to the corn growers 
by reason of this effort to create new 
and valuable varieties. 
Farmers and 


seedsmen are constantly experimenling 
with corn, and the leading varieties have 
been so far improved in this way that 
our yield per acre is nearly doubled. 
The quality of our corn to-day is superi- 
or to that raised fifty years ago, and 
each ear yields a larger quantity of shell- 
ed grain. There is still room for im- 
provement in this director and every 
year a do/en or more new varieties are 
reported, one ot two of which may prove 
of permanent benefit. 


By selecting the right variety of corn 


lor any particular part of the country a 
farmer finds his acreage yielding him a 
crop larger than when only a few varie- 
ties adapted to any particular section 
were used. Ilis list of selection is so 
great and varied now that he can suit 
any soil, climate, and special surround- 
ings. It is his own mistake and igno- 
rance if he fails to find the proper com 
for bis particular use—the variety that 
produces the most profitable crop in his 
State or county. A knowledge of the 
different varieties is essential to the ex- 
tent of know-jig what is best for the par- 
ticular territory in which one intends to 
cultivate a crop of corn, lieyond this a 
technical knowledge of the different 
brands of corn may not be very neces- 
sary ; but certainly the latest improve- 
ment in corn culture should be of inter- 
est to every farmer. 


An unskilled farmer will not, as a 


rule, keep cj> the average standard of 
excellence in corn, and there is a con- 
stant tendency in every variety to de- 
generate. It requires skilled culture 
and intensive farming to make tbe corn 
crop yield as good grain year after year 
as that first used aa seed. Inniue cases 
out of ten tbe degeceration begins after 
the first year, and unless a farmer buys 
new seeds, or plants special fields for 
•nd corn alone, tbe standard of excel- 
lence will steadily be lowered.

WINTEK SHE'tTER FOB STOCK—OB- 


CHAKD NOTES—SUGGESTIONS. 


THE cheapest shelter for stock in the 


winter, where it is desired to keep the 
animals warm and allow air and exercise, 
is au open shed. Such a building should 
be erected in the fall, and may be built 
of cheap materials. It should have a 
water-tight roof, but should be open to 
the south. At night the animals will be 
sheltered in the barn, but they will take 
advantage of the open shed during the 
day. The protection thus afforded will 
cheapen the cost of food and add to the 
thrift of the animals. 


TESTS in feeding show that it requires 


about four and one-halt times as much 
weight of potatoes as of cornmeal to se- 
cure equal results from hogs, and the 
potatoes must be cooked. Considering 
that the topa of potatoes cannot be used 
as food, while corn produces a large pro- 
portion of fodder, corn is a better farm 
crop than potatoes, but in proportion to 
yield and value of the grains and tubers 
potatoes are the more profitable. It is 
fodder that gives coin such an ad 
van- 


tage over other crops. 


WHEN saving calves for the dairy do 


not retain those from immature heifers. 
The strongest and most vigorous animals 
are those from sires and dams that are 
in the prime of life. Slock will soon de- 
teriorate if this fact is not kept in view 
in the selection of animals for breeding 
purposes. 


ALT, diseased wood of trees should be 


removed iu the fall, and trees may be 
saved if the diseased parts are carefully 
removed and burned. Black knoK 
blight and fungous diseases must be pre- 
vented by fire or they will spread out 
every season. 


IP yon keep sheep turn them on the 


corn stubble iis soon as it can be done. 
They will eat the weeds and crab grass 
which remains. Usually when a lield of 
corn is harvested and cleared off the land 
seems well covered with growth, especi- 
ally of crab grass, and the sheep will 
find a large share of their food thereon, 
as well as greatly stssisl in dealing the 
Held. 


A CORN crib is essential to the proper 


keeping of corn. It, should be so con- 
structed as to iHjrmit a free circulation 
of air and also be well protected so as 
to keep the corn dry. It is important 
that rats he kept out of the bin. This 
may be accomplished by wrapping barb- 
ed wire around the posts. 


THE farmer who cultivates a large 


farm would find that, if compelled to 
take a smaller farm, he would secure a 
larger profit, proportionately, than on a 
large area. It is more difficult and cost- 
ly to manure large fields, arid there is a 
waste of labor, of men and teams in 
traveling to points in order to do tlie 
necessary work. 


THE seeds that are bought bring 


weeds on the farm in the full to spring 
up next spring. Clover seed, wheat and 
rye may contain seeds too small to be 
noticed, unless by careful inspection. 
Farmers who neglect to destroy weeds 
may entail labor upon an entire neigh- 
borhood, as some seeds are easily carried 
to distances by winds. An association 
among farmers for mutual co-operation 
against the spread of weeds would save 
thousands of dollars in the labor requir- 
ed for their extermination. 


ROTATION of crops enables the land 


to provide plant food for a greater varie- 
ty of plants at the least cost to the far- 
mer. 
When the same kind of crop is 


grown on the land several years In suc- 
cession the plant food of the soil will be 
reduced if certain elements and an excess 
of other kinds abound. A tiact of land 
that will no longer produce wheat or 
corn may be in excellent condition for 
clover, because the soil contains the 
food required for clover, but lias been 
drawn upon too heavily of the corn- 
producing substances. 


THE farmer who feeds poor food to 


good stock, by endeavoring to econo- 
mize, gains nothing, but he is wise com- 
pared to the man who feeds good food 
to poor stock. The most prolitableraode 
of disposing of the produce on the farm 
is to utilize it to the best advantage. 
Animals are, to a certain extent, ma- 
chines for converting foods into some- 
thing else, and the more perfect the 
machines the better the product and the 
cheaper the cost. 


GHASS at this season, being matured, 


or nearly so, is less succulent tiian in the 
spring, and the animals may require lin- 
seed rueal to prevent costiveness. Work 
horses and oxen, which are kept at work, 
will keep in better health than the other 
animals, the exercise promoting their 
appetites. The object in feeding should 
be not only to provide a sufficiency, but 
to avoid any kind of bowel disease 
Succulent food should lie fed whenever 
it is possible to do so.

as soon as taken from press. Some pre- 
fer to have it ferment a little, keeping 
the barrel well filled so that it will work 
out and cleanse itself. Thou draw three 
or four pailfuls out of the barrel, put in 
the acid, pour the cider back again, and 
bung it up. The acid should be mixed 
well with a little cider with a spoon to 
get it well soaked before putting into 
the barrel, as it will not mix thoroughly 
if put in dry. Sulphite of lime will pre- 
vent fermentation, but it injures the 
flavor. Several correspondents « ho have 
had experience in preserving cider say : 
take good, sweet cider, direct from the 
press ; boil and skim it until thoroughly

Feeding Stock at Pasture. 


When the pastures begin to fail in 


autumn, the thrifty condition of tbe 
stock will likewise fail unless they are 
given additional rations. For this pur- 
pose 2reen corn fodder is exrellent, as it 
is reaching its fullest development while 
the pasture is decreasing. The green 
cornstalks may be fed in Hie barnyard 
or hauled to the pasture. Any good 
soiling crop, as millet, vetches, Hungari- 
an grass, sorghum, eowpeas, or late oats 
with peas, will answer the same purpose. 
When none of these are obtainable, the 
drying pasture should be supplemented 
by small feeds of grain, such as a mix- 
ture of chopped corn, oats and rye, or 
chopped corn with wheat bran and mid- 
dlings, fed in troughs, and better if 
either slightly moistened or freshly soak- 
ed. On dry grass, it is very necessary 
that stock should have an ample and 
continuous supply of pure dunking 
water, as more is required for the diges- 
tion of the drier food material. Stock 
will glean much food by a run in the 
stubble fields after harvest, not only of 
scattered grain, but of nutritious weeds. 
Winter rye, if sown early, makes excel- 
lent fall pastures, and the early winter 
wheat fields will be benefited by having 
all the growth which the frost would 
kill, grazed off while the ground is not 
muddy. Such roots as turnips, mangels 
and sugar beets also supply the succu- 
lent food needed to supplement failing 
or .drouth-stricken pastures.
